For one thing that tree must, while still young, send its roots down deep into the soil 
and rock and gain a firm hold upon the earth. If such is not done, the least wind that may blow 
will do great harm to the tree. In life the winds that blow are adverse .and violent at times. Because 
of this, life, in its youth, must needs be rooted and grounded on the Rock so that adversities and 
storms will not damage it. This is accomplished by studying the Word of God and communing with 
God in prayer. Consider the relative periods of time required for the fruit tree to develop before 
it begins bearing fruit. Consider also the amount of time required for the preparation of such 
men as Moses, David and the Lord Jesus. 

The Scriptures present a description of that person who has made proper and adequate 
preparation during youth for the time yet to come in these words from Psalm 1:3, "He shall be like a 
tree planted by the rivers of water, that bringeth forth his fruit in his season; his leaf also shall 
not wither; and whatsoever he doeth shall prosper."

The High School Department 

The Courses offered in the High School Department are those of the Alberta High School 
Curriculum. A full grade X, XI and XII program is offered in our two-room High Schools. This course 
of study offers university matriculation. In case of specialized training the students may avail 
themselves of correspondence courses. These too, however, can be taken while students reside at 
C.T.I. 

The C.T.I. High School classes run on the same daily time schedule followed by other high 
schools. As their time permits, the High School students take part in C.T.I. extra curricular Activities 
and in practical Gospel Team Work. 


The Bible School Department 

The Curriculum of the Bible School Department has been designed to realize the aims set 
forth by the Christian Training Institute. These aims are briefly: 

1. To provide a thorough knowledge of the Bible; 

2. To prepare for practical Christian service in the form of teaching and evangelistic 
pursuits; 

3. To train in music with an emphasis both upon the practical and theoretical sides, and to 
provide an understanding of the place of music in the church; 

4. To instruct in missionary endeavor, tracing the historical course of missions and preparing 
for practical missionary service; 

5. To lead the student into a deeper spiritual life that makes for consecration and growth. 


Combined Bible and Commercial Courses 

This course aims to train young people for the business world, giving the student the ad¬ 
vantage of developing the spiritual life in preparing for greater Christian service under the most 
favorable conditions. The business college subjects are taken at the reliable Alberta College. 
Charges for the business course selected will be exactly what the Alberta College charges for 
such instruction. Prices will be gladly submitted to any student interested. 

The following courses can be taken: 

BOOKKEEPING COURSE—This prepares the student for office work as bookkeeper and 
accountant. 

STENOGRAPHIC COURSE—The student is trained in shorthand, typewriting, stencilling, 
correspondence, office routine, filing, penmanship, spelling, dictaphone and comptometer operation. 

SECRETARIAL COURSE—Students that have good academic standing are recommended to 
take this course. It paves the way to higher and better-paid positions. 

Students wishing to take a Bible-Commercial course will kindly write and inquire about 
the length of the term. Student's academic standing and type of work selected will determine the 
time needed to complete the work.

They consist 
of three $10.00 and one $5.00 Scholarships. The first three are awarded annually to students having 
submitted the best papers on assigned research work. The $5.00 scholarship is awarded to the student 
of highest scholastic standing. 

The WOMEN'S UNION OF THE SWEDISH BAPTIST CONFERENCE OF ALBERTA has establish¬ 
ed a scholarship of $25.00 which is to be awarded annually to the student who in the judgment of 
the faculty of the Christian Training Institute, is found holding the highest scholastic standing and 
exampling the Christian qualities best, i.e., the best "all round student." 

The ALBERT GUREL PRIZE awarded annually in the department of public speaking to the 
siudenf chosen as winner by the judges appointed by the faculty of the Christian Training Institute. 
This special recognition consists of a Trophy Cup and a Prize Cup and has been established by 
Albert Gurel. 

The SCHILKE SCHOLARSHIP established by Rev. R. Schilke. A $20.00 scholarship and a 
challenging cup to be awarded annually for special Bible Research Work as assigned by the faculty 
of the school. Students of the three higher classes and High School Department to be eligible to 
this award.
